Thies may be done by holding 

a part of the abundant crop from one 

sensén to the next, from one year 

to another. It is also important to 

secure a more regular flow of the 
product into trade channels. 
Better Adjustment. 

“The second approach is through a 
better adjustment of production to 
market conditions. By this I mean 
adjustment in kind, quality and 
amount of production. This calls for 
more complete and accurate informa- 
tion on supply and demand at home 
and abroad, made readily available 

to farmers in time to help them regu- 
late production. It also calls for re- 
liable data on production problems 
in each region, to supplement the 
farmers’ experience in the combina- 
tion of enterprises on the farm. 

“In handling surpluses due to 
weather condi‘ions, believe much 
could be done through commodity: 
stabiligation corporations, operated by 
the farmers themselves, or by their 
marketing organizations under 
pees guidance of a federal farm 


“The essential function of such a 
corporation would be to take off the 
market for a time a certain amount 
of a commodity to prone the price 
from falling to a ruinously low level. 

“I shall not attempt to outline in 
detail the powers and functions of 
the suggested farm board. Among 
the duties would be that of formulat- 
ing plans and policies for handling 
surpluses of farm products for the 
purpose of minimizing price fluctua- 
tions, and it also should aid in estab- 
lishing clearing house associations for 
handling perishables. 

Revolving Fund. 


“An ample revolving fund, to be 


administered by the board aceording | 


to law, should be available to help 
cooperatives establish themselves on 
an effective basis This fund 
should be used to help carry a sur- 
plus from one year to the next. 

“As a means of handling syfpluses, 
this plan is in accord with proposals 
‘which I have indorsed before. Suc-

First Hopes of $300,000,- 
000 Slash Disappear : as 
Budget -Estimates Are 
Made Public. 


NO CUT PLANNED 
FOR INDIVIDUALS 


Reduction Is Probable for 
Corporations and on 
Sales of Automobiles 
and Theater Tickets. 


BY ALFRED P. RECK. 

Washington, August 14.—( United 
News.)—Chairman Reed Smoot, of 
the. senate finance ~committee, has 
given up hope for a $300,000,000 tax 
reduction in 1928. Half this amount 
—$150,000,000—is estimated as the 
maximum cut, he told the United 
News. 

Smoot’s statement followed approv- 
al by President Coolidge yesterday f 
the budget estimates of $3,316,000,000 
for the fiscal year starting June 3, 
1928. This figure does not include 
tax refunds and permanent appropri- 
ations, which\will swell the total ex- 
penditures to approximately $3,561.- 
000,000. 

Tax Reduction Cut. : 

“With the increased navy appropri- 
ation, flood prevention expendituies 
and Boulder dam appropriation, which 
are almost certain to be favorably 
received in the coming congress, we 
cannot hope for a tax reduction of 
more than $150,000,000." Senator 
Smoot said. 

“This reduction, of course, is not as 
great as we expected, but we can 
make it do material. good threughout 
the country by equalizing the burden 
of taxation.” tt 

In Senator Smoot’s opinion the 
$150,000000 reduction will permit 
some cuts in corporation taxes and 
discriminatory taxes, such as are im- 
posed on the sale of automobiles, the- 
ater tickets, etc., but will not permit 
any slash in individual imgome taxes 

General H. M. Lord, director -of 
the budget, went into confecénce with 
President Coolidge at Rapid City Sat- 
urday- with a bundle of estimates to- 
taling $3,335.000,000. When ihe 
emerged’ $19,000,000 had been disap- 
prove@ by the president, but the $16,- 
000,000 national defense addition  ° 
aviation and cruiser building was per- 
mitted to remain in the estimates. 

According to next year’s budget fig- 
ures, the Coolidge economy plan ior 
running the government’ apparently 


has reached rock bottom. Appropri- 
ations made by congress for this year 
total $3,259,653,000, approximately 
$56,000,000 under present estimates. 
In his address to the business or- 
ganization of the budget last June the 
president placed the estimate of $3,- 
300,000,000 on the program starting 
June 30, 1928, or nearly $41,000,000 
more,.than the appropriations for che 
fiscal year starting June’ 30, 1927. 
President Coolidge and General

In his report General Lord called 
attention to special savings made by 
the government last year. 

The Two Per Cent club, composed 
of government bureau chiefs, contrib- 
uted a saving of more than $18,000,- 
000 by guarding minor expenditures 
carefully, he sald. 

He also called attention to crea- 
tion of a new economy club of all 
persons in the federal service called 
the Loyal Order of Woodpeckers. 
These cmployees have pledged them- 
selves to make some definite saving 
in the coming year. 

Saving can be made by the govern- 
ment in many ways, General Lord 
declared. As an example he revealed 
that approximately 300,000 gallons of 
alcohol’ and liquors. and 350,.G00 
pounds of corn sugar wc’. seized in

“The Junkers planes have demon- 
strated their excellence and the avia- 
tors are splendid fellows, masters in 
the art of flying. In the trans-ocean 
flight from .east to west the task is 
greater than in the reverse direction. 
May the winds of heaven favor’ them 
and all the elements be propitious. 


“When the German aviators. have 
reached their desired haven in Amer- 
ca they will receive a great and cordial 
welcome. They will be the objects of 
American hospitality and American 
friendship for the German people. 
American admiration for successful 
adventure and especially Germany’s 
astounding achievements in the science 
and art of aviation. It will be a 
great demonstration. I almost expect 
to hear in Berlin the screaming of 
American and German eagles in New 
York.” 

Professor Junkers said that aviation 
contrasting other walks of life was 
singularly free from acerbities. He 
hoped the brave ocean fliers also would 
succeed in promoting good fellowship 
beyond the German borders.

Bliss in UBlisters—How to Amuse 
Yourself With Ivy Poisoning—I)i- 
versions te While Away the Long 
Summer Nights. 

The irritant principle of poison ivy 
(rhus toxieodendron) is probably a 
fixed oil which is soluble in alcohol 
and may be precipitated by lead salts: 

Even after the skin inflammation 
tas become intense, bathing with al- 
cohol—pure grain alcohol of from 50 
per cent to 95 per cent strength—is 
excellent treatment. 

Various scientifie investigators have 
asserted that the poisonous principle 
}of rhus tox is neutralized by potas- 
‘sium permanganate (the remedy usu- 
ally applied o1 injected in the wound 
of snakebite). A solution of a level 
teaspoonful of potassium permanganate 
in a pint of warm water may be used 
to bathe the affected skin at fre- 
quent intervals and it will give con- 
«iderable relief to the itching or burn- 
ing. Ofcourse it stains everything 
brown. The stain may be removed 
with photographer's hypo. or with a 
solution of bisulpbite of soda. 

Blisters should be carefully opened 
and the water from them absorbed 
by cotton or linen and carefully kept 
from contact with wnaffected skin. 
Empty the blisters by puncture with a 
needle that has been flamed or plunged 
in a cake of soap. After opening and 
draining the blisters, bathe the surface 
| well with alcohol or the potassium per- 
/'manganate solution. Then dry and 
dust liberally with cornstare) pow- 
der. Generally it is better to avoid 
ointments or salves until the irritation 
has ceased.

Carbolic acid was the only thing 
that came within a half mile of re- 
lieving the itching of my dam—derma- 
titis venenata. (ff course one. must 
use some caution and care, for. car- 
bolic acid may be absorbed, through the 
raw surfaces in quantity sufficient to 
damage the kidneys or ,produce other 
systemic injuries. But perhaps it ts 
fairly safe if one uses nothing stronger 
than 1 per cent solution. In most 
communities the drug stores may sell 
nothing ‘tronger than 5 per cent solu- 
tion of carbolic acid (phenol) in water 
—one to twenty strength. (ne part 
mixed with four parts of water or 
lotion makes 1 per cent solution A 
good’ way to get the relief <f earbolie 
solution is to use the familiar. calamin 
lotion for reducing the 1 to 20 carbolic, 
thus:

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Governors Asked 
To Aid in Lower 
Coal Rate Fight

Charleston, W. V., August 14.—(4) 
Lower freight rates on coal from 
West Virginia and adjacent districts, 
proposed by southern ecarrier¢, would 
save northwestern consumers $5.000,- 

a year, Governor Howard M. 
Gore said in a letter, made public tv- 
day, to the governors of five north- 
western states. Governor Gore point- 
ed out to each “a mutuality of inter- 
ests between your state and mine.” 


The letters to Governors Fred W. 
Green, Michigan; Fred R. Zimmer- 
man, Wisconsin; Thev. Christianson, 
Minnesota; A. G. Sortie, North Da- 
kota, and J. Bulow, South Dakota, 
reviewed the action of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio, Norfolk and West- 
ern and Louisville and WNasliville 
railroads in reducing rates on lake 
cargo cual shipments 20 cents a ton, 
and the opposition to this reduction 
by “the gore favored regions” in 
northern coal fields, 

“While the interstate commerce 
commission is empowered to suspeud 
the freight rates, I doubt if that 
ageney of the government would in- 
terpose to deny to the consumers of 
coal in the northwest any’ advantage 
in purchase of their coal that the car- 
riers are willing to concede.” the gov- 
ernor wrote. 

Should the commission refuse to 
permit the rate reduction the loss to 
states affected would amount to many 
wnillions of. dollars, he said, adding he 
believed “we are justified in intensely 
opposing any interference with the ef- 
fectiveness of the lower rate pro- 
posed.” 

The letter concluded with a request 
that the governors refer “to the prop- 
er agencies in your state for immeri- 
ate eonsideration” the questions in- 
rolved.

The Sales Tax Solvent. 
Since Friday there has been 
ing among the more reasonable 
bers a conviction that the only 
able solution of the situation is to 
impose a general sales tax. They 
are figuring upon doing that in such 
form as to make it easily bearable, 
easily collectible, and easily produc- 
tive of the needed revenue. 


The proponents of that measure 
have the precedent of its satisfactory 
and non-onerous operations in other 
states, and they have the verdict of 
the greatest tax experts of America 
and Europe that a rationally small 
levy upon the trade sales for con- 
sumption in a state or nation is the 
fairest and most bearable tax that 
can be levied. 

While it may involve some book- 
keeping inconvenience to a small 
trader who now keeps his accounts 
“in his mind,” it will not be any 
real burden or expense to him. 

What maxim is there in all Amer- 
iea more universally accepted than 
that “the consumer pays the tax?” 


That being undeniably true, the man 
who sells to the consumer is only 
a collector for the state, and should 
not complain about rendering that 
small patriotic service fo the commot- 
wealth that protects him and his busi- 
ness security. 

The small levy that is proposed in 
the bills before the general assem- 
bly is really neglible to the consumers 
of the state, since 80 per cent of their 
daily purchases are below the dollar 
level and the tax on any of them 
couldn't be seen with a Lick telescope.

Chicago, DL, August 14.—Chicago 
formed hasty plans tonight to welcome 
the Junkers plane, Bremen, in case 
Captain Herman Koehl and his crew 
are successful in their attempt to 
make a non-stop flight from Dessau, 
Germany, to this city, a distance of 
4.100 miles. 

The Bremen may be expected some 
time Tuesday evening if no mishaps 
occur. It will almost certainly be 
dark when: the plane nears the end of 
its long journey, pilots agreed, and 
the only landing field in the vicinity 
of Chicago which is lighted at night 
is the Checker-board field at May- 
wood. y 

Air mail pilots asserted that the 
pilot of the Bremen could not. miss 
the field which has beacon lights and 
ground lights. In addition rockets 
are to be sent up at regular intervals. 
Five air mail planes arrive and leave 
the field during the night, bound to 
and from New York, Dallas and 
Minngapolis and Omaha and other 
cities. 

“Chicago will stage a celebration if 
the Bremen arrives which will make 
the Paris demonstration given Lind- 
bergh seem tame in compurison,” 
Mayor William Hale Vhompson de- 
clared. “I'll make arrangements to 
have an official welcoming commit- 
tee but the whole city itself probably 
will be there.” 

That his prediction will come true 
appeared likely. Even before news- 
papers had appeared on the street 
tonight giving details of the flight.

Several years 
ago, for reasons best known to himself, 
he deeded all his share of the proper- 
ty at Stone Mountain to his sister. 
Mrs. Frank Mason; but, granting for 
the sake of argument that either Mr. 
Venable or Mrs. Mason could take 
back the association's property and 
hand it over to the group of agitators 
in the ‘Atlanta chapter,’ the Stone 
Mountain Granite corporation holds 
a lease on the mountain which runs 
for 50 years, which means that Sam- 
uel H. Venable, nor Mrs. Mason, nor 
any group of persons whatsoever. can 
jtake a single curbstone from Stone 
mountain until the expiration of that 
lease, without that company's permis- 
sion.

In other words. they claim 
that if they took over the affairs of 
oud association the founders’ roll sub- 
scriptions would fall on their shoul- 
ders as a debt which they would have 
to pay. I cannot imagine anything 
more childish or absurd. The money 
paid to date on founders’ roll subscrip- 
tions has been expended on the moun- 
tain. A very substantial portion of 
it was paid to Borglum, who took out 
of. the treasury of the association, in 
round figures, $185,000 and produced 
on Stone mountain a nose and cheek 
bone which he ealled the head of 
General Lee. He brought the associa- 
tion to the verge of bankruptey ‘and 
then abandoned the work and declared 
war on the association. and the asso- | 
ciation then exercised its richt to ean- 
cel his contract. The only mistake ! 
the association “made in dealing with 
Borglum was in going on with him | 
as far as they did. ;
